deposed that on October 1 he went 
with Mr. Blyth of the railway to a 
marine hawker’s store, and found a 
quantity of steel plates which 
were tied up in a bundle, These 
j were identined by ‘Mr. Blyth. Two} 
men from the shop. were” arrested, 
but they said that the plates were 
bought from defendant. 

Mr. Blyth said the plates concer: 
ned were only used: by the railway, 
and no other place was using them. 

One of the alleged thieves 

who was discharged on account of 
insufficient evidence, said that defen- 
dant engaged him at Yaumati to go 
to the coal yard opposite Holt’s 
Wharf and to removea quantity 
fot iron. There were three other 
men present with:him. Defendant 
| took charge of the removal ‘of 
, the plates, which were transferred to 
a junk lying alongside the wharf. 
He was. paid $4.50 which was to be 
divided. Grossexamined by Mr. 
Lyson, witness said that defendant 
engaged all the men. 
One of the-receivers, dischatged 
‘said. that he bought iron from 
defendant on many occasions. On 
September 28 defendant visited his 
store, and told himto buy up some 
‘tron, - Defendant asked for 50 cents 
commission on. every bundle of 
plates, which were later'to reach his 
store. 

’ By Mr. Lyson The plates were 
brought in to his store by coolies, 
The price agreed was $33, plus 
$7.50 which, was the commission, 
Two fokis were present when the 
purchase was agreed upon, 


of the plates. He said that he was 
‘only a commission agent. 

«Bis Worship believed that the 
defendant was not the person to be 
charged. He was not satisfied with 
the evidence given by the wit: 
nesses, He discharged defendant. 

‘"The-case against the receivers was 
adjourned. Bail of $1,000 each was 
allowed,
